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INTER-LIBRARY  LOAN  requests  from  libraries  numbered  95  and  in  turn  we 
loaned  72  publications  to  other  libraries.  Details  of  these  requests 
follow  in  the  statistical  tables. 


NEWSPAPERS  ANL  PERIODICALS 

Access  to  newspapers  and  the  microfilm  of  same  was  much  improved, 
and  next  year  will  see  the  results  of  that  labour.  During  1965  a.  start 
was  made  to  re-locate  the  paper  editions  of  the  rural  newspaper  collections 
to  dead  storage  under  the  dome.   Shelving  was  aadea  to  that  storage  area 
and  the  Manitoba  rural  newspapers,  now  microfilmed,  were  transferred  to 
this  space.   Consequently  the  newspaper  stacks  in  the  basement  was  completely 
reorganized  making  space  available  for  microfilm,  lesser  used  government 
documents  from  the  first  floor  stacks  and  public  recoras.  More  space  is 
required  for  public  records  but  not  necessarily  in  the  Legislative  Building, 

The  microfilming  is  proceeding  normally  but  there  is  an  accumulating 
load  of  cataloguing  and  listing  of  these  films  on  cards.  This  is  a  continu- 
ing process  and  one  which  must  be  perpetuated  for  efficient  use  of  this  mater- 
ial in  the  same  manner  as  the  books  and  documents  are  catalogued.  When  the 
back  issues  are  completed,  the  current  microfilming  should  follow  a  normal 
daily  pattern.  We  are  now  filming  the  newspapers  of  the  ethnic  groups.

Increase  in  clerical  staff  has  not  been  proportionate  to  the  in- 
creased work-load  in  production  of  catalogue  caras,  filing,  shelving  and 
re-shelving  books  and  documents  after  use.  This  shortage  pertains  to  the 
Provincial  Library  and  Archives  as  well  as  to  the  Regional  Library  section. 
Clericals  may  be  cited  as  the  functional  part  of  the  library  and  it  is  upon 
them  that  the  entire  staff  depends  for  the  continuous  and  smooth  flow  of  work.

PROJi&TS 

Through  the  Bulletin  of  the  Department  of  education  the  Archives 
offered  its  services  to  school  districts  which  have  disappeared  as  a  result 
of  consoliaation  programmes.  The  purpose  of  the  Archives  notice  in  the 
Bulletin  was  to  make  known  the  existence  of  the  Provincial  Archives  as 
a  depository  for  the  safe-keeping  ana  preservation  of  scnool  district  re- 
cords. Regrettably  the  response  from  school  districts  has  been  very  limited, 
to  aate  only  four  districts  throughout  tne  Province  having  availed  them- 
selves  of  tne  facilities  of  the  Archives.

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books  and  journals  was  provided  from  the  unit  appropriation  and  ordered  through  the 
library.   In  the  past  year  laboratory  and  x-ray  units  in  rural  Manitoba  ordered  a 
large  number  of  books  and  journals.   The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Selkirk 
Hospital  for  Mental  Diseases  made  many  requests  for  information  and  the  loan  of 
materials.   As  in  past  years,  the  Division  of  Environmental  Sanitation  continues 
to  require  many  technical  papers  and  translations  from  the  United  States,  Britain 
and  various  European  sources. 

[he  library  published  four  lists  of  new  additions  to  the  collection  and  these 
were  distributed  to  all  staff  members  and  many  other  interested  individuals.   The 
lists  keep  staff  constantly  aware  of  new  material  available  in  their  field.  For 
this  same  purpose  a  list  of  new  books  in  the  library  is  now  being  published  in 
the  Department  of  Health  monthly  newsletter.   Because  of  the  demand,  bibliographies 
previously  prepared  on  sex  education,  mental  retardation  and  adolescence  were  up- 
dated and  distributed.  Pertinent  books  in  the  library  were  included  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education's  booklet,  References  and  Instructional  Aids  in  Physical  Educ- 
ation, Health,  Safety  and  Recreation.   This  booklet  was  published  for  teachers  to 
serve  as  a  ready  reference  of  certain  resources  available  from  some  government 
departments. 

The  indexing  of  newspaper  scrapbooks  has  begun  and  is  proving  a  valuable 
source  of  information  regarding  health  and  welfare  activities  in  the  province. 
The  library  is  continually  undergoing  streamlining  of  various  procedures  and 
shelving  arrangements  for  maximum  efficiency  and  accessibility.   A  Manitoba 
section  has  been  started  and  will  eventually  contain  all  studies,  reports,  and 
articles  concerning  health  and  welfare  in  Manitoba. 

In  the  past  year  the  librarian  was  consulted  on  the  establishment  and  policies 
of  some  library  collections.   These  included  the  Manitoba  Hospital  Services 
Commission,  the  Manitoba  Association  of  Registered  Nurses  and  the  Victoria 
General  Hospital. 

«.s  it  is  the  practice  of  this  library  and  that  of  any  specialized  library  to 
give  the  best  possible  service  to  the  clientele  it  serves,  much  information  and 
material  is  procured  from  other  libraries,  government  offices  and  various  health 
and  welfare  organizations.   The  librarian  and  staff  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  these  many  sources  for  their  assistance  and  in  particular 
the  Provincial  Library,  Department  of  Agriculture  Library,  Medical  and  Dental 
College  Libraries,  University  of  Manitoba  Library  and  the  Winnipeg  Public  Library.

GENERAL 

Three  meetings  were  held  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a  federa- 
tion of  regional  libraries  in  the  western  part  of  Manitoba,   The  Minister 
attended  one  of  these  meetings  and  outlined  the  importance  of  such  an  arrange- 
ment. It  is  hoped  that  the  regional  libraries  will  accept  this  proposal, 
which  would  result  in  a  large  fed eratea  library  being  formed. 

Our  regional  libraries  are  aware  of  the  economy  in  book  purchases 
ana  variety  of  books  available  in  large  areas  as  they  now  rotate  their  books 
among  six  libraries.  However,  the  books  are  at  present  purchased  and  rotated 
by  six  libraries,  whereas  a  federation  would  provide  a  headquarters  which 
would  be  the  administrative  centre  for  the  whole  area  regarding  the  selec- 
tion, purchase,  processing  and  rotation  of  books.   The  individual  library 
boards  would  remain  as  they  are,  with  each  library  in  the  federation  being 
represented  by  two  of  its  members  on  the  federated  board.  Reference  and 
inter-library  loan  facilities  would  be  an  essential  and  important  part  of 
the  agreement  with  the  headquarters  library.   It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Brandon  Public  Library  be  the  headquarters. 

The  new  library  areas  that  had  successful  votes  in  1964  required 
assistance  toward  opening  day.  This  entailed  several  meetings  with  the 
library  boards  and  supervisory  visits  in  Gimli,  Arborg,  Riverton,  Swan  River, 
Benito,  Morden,  Winkler,  Pilot  Mouna  and  Pinawa.  The  selection,  oraering  and 
cataloguing  of  the  books  and  periodicals  was  done  by  the  staff  of  our  library 
for  these  new  libraries,  and  we  continue  this  service  to  the  established 
libraries.  In  addition  there  were  supervisory  calls  to  the  established 
libraries  and  to  the  prospective  areas  of  Rivers,  Rapid  City,  Carberry,  Lac 
du  Bonnet,  Churchill,
